Crocker, the warden of the diarict jail 
has CO Ti pie ted all of his arrangements 
for the execution of Guiteau to mor 
row. 
Men were at work on the scaf- 
fold nearly all day yesterday, bolster- 
ing it up and steadying it 
in 
number of places, besides building 
the box connection with the cell 
through which the rope to the trap is 
to be worked. 
Two or three of the 
colored workmen spent about an hour 
springing the trap, to make sure th 
it will work easily. Guiteau, if ho 
had been at his window, could hiive 
heard the quick jerk and spring of 
this heavy do r. Indeed he must 
have been annoyed considerably by 
the hftmroering and pounding iu his 
part of ihe j^il. 
A. change hin been 
made with the 
scaff)l i. 
It 
has 
been fouod th^t the drop would in- 
terfere with the view of the body after 
it waa allowed to fall. 
The hinges 
have been changed to the other end, 
and now when the drop falls it will 
be behind the body, which will be in 
full view all the time 


THE JAIL AUTHORITIES 
have received a number ot letters an d 
telegrams from politicians, newspaper 
proprietors, and others, asking for 
tickets of admission to the hanging. 
None of them will be granted. 
It is 
understood that none but resident 
newspaper corre-ipandents will be ad- 
mitted. 
Passes have been refused to 
senators and memberjj of coogresi. 


Guiteau'» body will be turn^^d over 
to his brocher and sifter immediately 
after the execution, and they will 
make the arrangetneotii for its inter- 
ment. 
All of the applications for 
the body from showmen and other 
speculators have been refused. 
The 
Guiteaus have not y«t decided wherj 
it will be buried. 
Guiteau was very 
sullen and quiet to-lay. 
He is evi- 
dently 
doing a good deal of hard 
thinking. 
He varies his moroseness 
with chanting pious gibberish with 
his spiritual adviser. 


HIS RELIGION 


is SO distressingly 
beyond anything 
the spiritual adviser can produce that 
the latter really is a pupil in the 
hands of the prisoner. 
The warden, 
in speaking of him to-day, said: "For 
all his supposed meeknesi), if he could 
gain one day of life by cutting the 
throat of his spititual adviser he 
would do it in a minute." 
Under- 
neath all of Guiteau' s tali^, says the 
warden, there is an undercurrent of 
savagery. 
This has been particularly 
shown to-day. One of the guards 
said that the prisoner has taken it in- 
to his head to be as menn as he can. 
He is disagreeable in his manner to 
the guards, and is continually asking 
for things in the most annoying way. 
The warden has an idea that Guiteau 
will keep getting uglier and uglier un- 
til the last moment, and that he will, 
when brought out for execution, break 
out into a declamation of abuse, such 
as was exhibited by him in the court 
daring various stages of the trial.

THB DEATH WASBAKT 
will be read in the cell. No one will 
be present daring this proceeding ex- 
cept the warden and the spiritual ad- 
to viser—that is to say, if Gaiteau does 
not kill the spiritual adviser before 
that time in one of the outbarsts of 
ferocity which overtake him now at 
times when he sees escape impossible.

the gallows. 
He will not be allowed 
to stop in the rotunda to talk and de-' 
claim for the benefit of the few that 
will be admicted to witness theexecu»

He will 
have on each side of him a deputy 
warden, and will be followed by two 
other asssistants. 
They will come 
close behind in case of a struggle or 
help being needed to force Guiteau 
to keep up the requsite speed in ac- 
cordance with the waiden's program. 
Arriving at the foot of the gallows, 
these two assistants will still be in 
reserve for the purpose of assisting 
Guiteau up should he require their 
se; vices. Everything is possible with 
this ugly 
prisoner. The 
spiritual 
adviser and possibly the warden will 
accompany the prisoner to the floor of 
the Hcaffold. The spectators will take 
tnere places at the foot of the scaffold. 
It is not intended to allow Guiteau to 
make any speech, in case he should 
attempt merely \ wild virulent attack 
upon public men, or if his remarks in 
any way should be of a scandalous 
ch.iracter. 
He will be allowed to say 
anything that is reasonable or that can 
be expressed within reasonable limits

Will not occupy over five or ten min- 
utes. His legs will be pinioned after 
his arrival on the trap door.

black cap will be placed over his head

the present program. From the present 
outlook, Guiteau will probably have 
passed from this sphere to morrow by 
o'clock, or 1:80 at the very latest.

DANCERS OF THE RAIL. 


Fearful Disaster on the New Jer- 
sey Central—Several 
Per- 
sons Killed-—General 
Grant in the Ac- 
cident. 


LONG BRANCH, N. J., June 29.— 
The express train 
leaving 
Long 
Branch at five minutes past 8 this 
morning on the Central New Jersey, 
met with a terrible accident while 
crossing a bridge over a branch of the 
Shrewsbury river, near Little Silver 
station. The accident, BO duubt, was 
caused by the spreading of rails. Six 
cars, four ordinary passenger coaches, 
a smoking and parlor coach left the 
rails and ran over the ties of the 
bridge, tearing them to splinters.

The Common Council of the City of Fort 
Wayne do ordain as follows: 
Section 1. There shall be provided a 
public pound, at some convenient and 
suitable point In the City of Fort Wayne, 
which shall be of sufficient siz« for the 
purpose intended. It shall be surrounded 
by a strong wall or fence; said wall or 
fence to be constructed of brick or other 
suitable material. 
Said wall or fence 
sUall be not less than seven feet in height 
with only one opening or entrance, to be 
secured by a substantial door that can- 
not be opened excepting by the person 
authorized for that purpose. There shall 
t}e affixed to some comsplcuous part of 
said door a slgu with the words, "Public 
Pound," painted thereon. It shall ba the 
duty of tne Common Council of the City 
of Fort Wayne to provide said pound and 
to cause to be erected therein, preper 
buildings for the storage of hay and feed, 
stalls for horses and cattle, and pens for 
swine, goats and geese; and also to pro- 
vide suitable watering troughs for the 
purpose of watering such animals as may 
be Impounded In said pound. 


Sec. 2, It shall be the duty of the Com- 
mon Council to elect, In the manner pro- 
vided In the charter of said City jsome suit- 
able person as Pound Master of the City of 
Fort Wayne, who shall devote his entire 
time to the duties of his office and 10 such 
otiier duties in addition thereto as the 
Common Council may, from time to time, 
by ordinance or 
resolution, direct; said 
poundmaster shall be vested with ihe 
same powers in the apprehension and ar- 
rest of persons violating this ordlnnnce, 
or any ordinance or by-law of the Com- 
mon Council of the City of Fort Wayne 
as is conferred upon police onstaMes of 
said City, and shall have the same power 
and authority to execute, serve and re- 
turn all process for the enforcement of all 
by- laws and ordinances of said City, and 
shall be deemed to be a police constable 
of said City, but shall not be liable to be 
called upon to do patrol duly. 
He shall 
be paid monthly out of the general fund 
of said City, such annual salary as tbe 
Common Council shall determine, but 
shilll receive no fees or peiq^ulsites. 
He 
shaJl glveto the Cliy a Hufnclént bond, 
conditioned for the faithful performance 
of the duties ot his office as Ponnd Master 
and Pol.ce Constable, and for the pay- 
ment Into the City Treasury of all moneys 
received In his officiai capacity. He may 
be removed from his office for official 
misconduct in the manner provided for 
in the charter of said City for the removal 
of officers appointed .by the Common 
Council. 


Sec. 3. No horse, cattle, sheep, goat, 
swine or geese snail be permitted to run 
at large at any time within the corporate 
limits of tbe City o( Fort Wayne 


Sec. 4. If any horse, cattle, sheep, goat, 
swine or geese shall be found running at 
large within the corporate limits oi tne 
City of Fort Wayne, contrary to the pro- 
visions of this ordinance, it shall tie the 
duty of the l ound Master to take the 
same into custody and to Impound the 
same 
in the 
public 
pound. 
They 
shall not be released therefrom until 
the 
owner 
or the 
person 
entitled 
to the possession thereof shall pay to 
the poundmaster the sura of one dollar, 
together with fifty cents per day for every 
day such animal shall be kept by the 
poundmaster. And in case the person en- 
titled to the posse-ssion of such animal 
sliall not, within five days from the time 
of so tasing into custody, pay the afore- 
said charges and take It away, it shall be 
the duty of the poundmaster to sell the 
same at public auction byglvlng ten days 
public notice of such sale by posting the 
same up in at least three of the most pub- 
lic places in the city of Fort Wayne. And 
it shall also be the duty of such ponnd- 
masiet to give at least five dayn notice of 
Huch sale to the owner of such animal, 
wnen known; but if any such animal 
shall beredeeaiea by paylngtot .epo md- 
master said fees and expenses lor suste- 
nance, as herein piovlded, at anytime 
b' fore they are actually sold, the same 
shall be released by the poundmaster. 


Sec. 5. 
The said poundmaster shall 
keep a book, to be provided by the city. 
In which he shall enter aa minutely as 
p racticable, a full description of every 
animal laken from the streets, alleys or 
i^ubiic places of the city; the locality 
rom which the animal was taken; the 
name of the owner, It known, or when 
ascertained, and the day and hour when 
Impoun ed, keeping In said book an ac- 
curate account and record of all his do- 
ings and proceeding in the premises. At 
the end of each and every month he shall 
make a ftill report to the Common Coun- 
cil of said city of all hLs doings and of all 
moneys by him colleoted under the pro- 
visions of this ordinance, which report 
shM 11 t>e verified by oath, fle shall pay 
all moneys paid to or collected by him 
under the provlslo^js of this ordinance to 
the Treasurer of said city, for the use of 
said city, and the Treasurer's retseipt for 
the same shall accompany each monthly 
1 eport. 


Sec. 6. The City Marshal shall keep In 
his office a book to be called the "Com- 
plaint Book," and to be provided by the 
city. In which he snail enter ail com- 
plaints made to him In regard to animals 
found running at large contrary to the 
proviPions of this ordinance, giving the 
name and residence ot tbe complainant. 
Any citizen may enter for himself a com- 
pialnt In said book. It shall be the duty 
of the Chief of Police, or 1 ny member of 
the police fo ce, or the Marshal of said 
city, to give said poundmaster, either by 
personal no! Ice, or by entering the same 
In the complaint bcok, notice of all ani- 
mals seen by them running at large in 
the streets or alleys of the city, In viola- 
tion of Xhls ordinar.ce.

M. R church, in Bloomingda.e, where 
Mrs. Emma Malloy was announced to 
lecture. 
This lady, since her little 
experience at Wabash, is having a 
boom, and like Clara Morris' bad 
spine, Fanny Davenport's husband 
and Anna Dickinson's legs, she is 
turning 
the 
tribulations 
through 
which she so triumphantly passed, in- 
to a neat advertising scheme to benefit 
the "cause." The Third street M. E. 
church in Bloomingda e, is a sanctua- 
ry with which all the denizens are not 
familiar. 
T H E SENTINEL man had 
been in Bloomingdale, but never to 
one of that lovely suburb's churches, 
and but for the kindly direction of 
Peter Certia, and one or two other 
gentlemen who gave the required in- 
formation, the reporter might have 
got into eome of the wicked and 
slippery places said to abound in 
Bloomingdale. 
The 
Third 
street 
church is a very unpretentious frame 
structure, and a small audience com« 
posed mostly of females, with a sprink 
ling of men, all mechanics in their 
working garb, were engaged in vigor 
ously fanning themselves and endeav 
oring to digest Mrs. Malloy's remarks 
as our representative entered.

Mr«. Malloy is a magnetic talker, 
but her remarks are stereotyped and 
her points and illustrations trite. Her 
harangue on "Prohibition" was an ar- 
raignment of the old political parties 
and a fanatical appeal for legialation 
upon the liquor traflSc.

Mr. Kavanaugh for the legislature, 
and this excellent gentleman is per- 
sonally very popular, though his po- 
litical yiews smack of fanaticism. 


Mr. Carrington, president of the 
union, then arose and stated that Mrs. 
Malloy was dependent on contribu- 
tions of her audiences for support, 
and gave notice that the hat would 
circulate for the lady's benefit. At 
this point an old fallow, who looked 
a picture of old i^crooge, made for the 
door, his money jingling in hia pock- 
eta. The reporter also left, followed 
by a frown from the temperance lead-
